WASHINGTON W)—A major 
ity of a House investigating 
subcommittee 
today 
recom 
mended that racial segregation 
be restored in the District of 
Columbia public schools. 
The majority—comprised of 
four of the six members—said 
in a report that integration of 
white and Negro pupils has 
“s e r i o u s l y damaged” the 
schools here. 
‘IMPAIRMENT’ 
“The evidence, taken as a 
whole, points to a definite im­ 
pairment of educational oppor­ 
tunities for members of both 
white and Negro races as a re­ 
sult of integration, with little 
prospect of remedy in the fu­ 
ture,” the majority report said. 
“Therefore, we recommend 
that racially separate public 
schools be re-established for 
the education of white and Ne­ 
gro pupils in the District of 
Columbia, 
and 
that 
s u c h 
schools be maintained on a 
completely separate and equal 
basis.” 
ALL FROM DIXIE 
Signing the recommendation 
were Chairman James C. Davis 
(D-Ga) and Reps. John Bell 
Williams (D-Miss), Woodrow W. 
Jones (D-NC) and Joel T. Broy- 
lill (R-Va). 
The two other members of 
the subcommittee are Reps. A. 
Miller (R-Neb) and Dewitt 
S. Hyde (R-Md). 
The recommendation was re­ 
eased as an addition to the 
subcommittee’s 
majority 
re­ 
port on an inquiry into how in­ 
tegration has worked here. The 
Washington public s c h o o l s 
were integrated with the be­ 
ginning of the 1954-55 school 
term. 
COURT RULING 
In the spring of 1954, the Su­ 
preme Court had ruled that 
race 
segregation 
in 
public 
schools was unconstitutional. 
The recommendation by the 
House subcommittee majority 
for a return to racially sep­ 
arate schools was contained in 
a three paragraph statement of 
“additional views” which was 
appended to the draft of a gen 
eral report on the inquiry. The 
general report said that higher 
costs and an “appalling” in­ 
crease in disciplinary and edu 
cational problems had resulted 
from integration. 
TOO HASTILY’ 
The report said the district’s 
school board had “too hastily 
ordered the integration” short­ 
ly after the Supreme Court’s 
ruling in 1954. 
The action, the report said, 
“greatly accelerated” an exo­ 
dus of white residents from 
Washington to the Virginia and 
Maryland suburbs. If the exo­ 
dus continues at its present 
rate, the report added, “the dis­ 
trict will become a predomin­ 
antly Negro community in the 
not too distant future.” 
The mixing of students, the 
report says, “Has focused at­ 
tention upon the differences 
in ability to learn and educa­ 
tional achievement” of whites 
and Negroes, has “created a 
most difficult teaching situa­ 
tion,” and has affected the 
health and morale of a number 
of teachers.

Discovery of the bomb was 
made seven hours after police 
received a telephone call from 
a man who said a bomb would 
go off in the Paramount at 7:55 
p.m.

2,500 theater patrons, police 
searched the theater but found 
no trace of a bomb. 
But during a more thorough 
search early this morning, po­ 
lice found the latest weapon, 
wedged in a 15th row orches­ 
tra seat. 
The seat had been 
slit, apparently with a knife, 
and the bomb placed inside. 
“This looks like the real 
thing,'1 a police official said, 
in an apparent reference to 
the psychotic who has planted 
some 30 pipe bombs—several 
wrapped in socks — in public 
places here during the past 16 
years. Only seven of the bombs 
have proved to be duds. 


SAN FRANCISCO (fl—Infan 
try divisions made up of five 
combat units and geared to 
fight atomic as well as con 
ventional warfare soon will re­ 
place the bulkier three-regi 
ment divisions. 
Armored divisions also are to 
be modernized, but the changes 
in them at this time will be 
comparatively minor, the Army 
announced yesterday in Wash­ 
ington and at 6th Army head­ 
quarters here. 
A special combat develop­ 
ment and research center at 
Ft. Ord has been taking the 
“bugs” out of the new basic 
combat unit around which the 
streamlined divisions will be 
created. 
Field tests have shown that 
the unit best suited for mod­ 
ern warfare is “larger than 
the old battalion and smaller 
than the regiment.” 
Just how many men it will 
have was not disclosed. 
The reorganized infantry di­ 
visions will be characterized by 
increased 
firepower, 
greater 
mobility and the capability of 
wide dispersal to survive under 
atomic attack.

new 
group 
of 
weapons is contemplated. 
The Army has announced a 
new 7.62 mm. machine gun, 
which it describes as “a light­ 
weight, general purpose gun 
developed to replace all three 
of the present .30-caliber ma­ 
chine guns. It can be fired from 
shoulder, hip, bipod or an 
aluminum tripod mount.” The 
7.26 bullet is just a fraction 
smaller than .30 caliber. 
There is a new rifle on which 
tests 
have 
been 
completed 
which (ires NATO ammunition 
and embodies certain improve­ 
ments. 


The infantry will have a 
new guided missile known as 
the “Dart,” transported by 
light truck and described as 


as “a simple but effective 
anti-tank missile.” 
Improved artillery, mortars, 
submachine guns, helicopters 
and the addition of Honest 
John and other type missiles 
will, the Army believes, make 
the 
smaller 
division 
much 
harder hitting. 
The Army proposes to take 
3,700 men out of each of the 
17,455-man infantry divisions; 
pare down the present 17,100 
strength of airborne divisions 
by 5,600 men for each unit and 
make “minor” reductions in the 
14,684-man armored division^. 
This seems to mean that 
something over 60,000 men 
would be removed from the 
19 divisions of the Army. 
A brief statement, which 
gave little detail and left many 
questions 
unanswered 
s a y s 
there will be a “redistribution 
of strength 
throughout the 
combat zone.” 
This, as explained by one 
Washington 
official, 
means 
that soldiers shifted from di­ 
visions would go to other com­ 
bat units, such as antiaircraft 
guided missile battalions and 
corps artillery.

Marin Legislators 
See No Hike Or 
Dip In State Taxes 


California’s state taxes will 
not be increased this year, but 
neither will there bo a tax de­ 
crease. 
Marin’s Sen. Jack McCarthy 
and Assemblyman Richard Mc- 
collister agreed on that point 
yesterday on KTIM’s Sounding 
Board program, which will be 
rebroadcast. Sunday at 12:30 
p.m. 
The two solons also said: 
Marin will be included in 
legislation for formation of a 
rapid transit district. 
There will be no additions 


to state parks in Marin, al­ 
though there probably will be 
improved facilities. 


Inclusion of the Miracle Mile 
east-west highway in the state 
system will be difficult but 
may be accomplished. 


M ajor topic of tHe legisla 
tive session, starting Jan. 7, 
will be wat6r, but other im por­ 
tant 
m atters include capital 
punishment, 
oil conservation, 
liquor control, school finances, 
flood control, search and sei­ 
zure, and many others. 


Revenue Over Estimates 


McCollister said the state is 
receiving in revenues about 75 
million dollars more than had 
been estimated, mostly from 
sales taxes. This makes possi­ 
ble a balanced budget with no 
new taxes and still leaving 50 
million dollars for new pro­ 
jects. 
However, the assemblyman 
went on, Gov. Goodwin Knight 
already has indicated he will 
ask 63 million for water pro­ 
jects, the California Teachers 
Assn. is requesting 70 million 
for teachers’ salaries and an 


increased per student state al­ 
location to schools, and the 
governor also is talking*about 
15 millon more for the aged 
needed to pay medical costs. 


“So you see in just a few 
seconds we have compounded 
our 
financial 
problem,” Mc­ 
Collister said. 


Even so, “ there is no new 
consideration of tax increases 
this year,” McCarthy declared.

'Engle Plans 


Forest Service 


Investigation 


WASHINGTON (IF — R e p . 
Clair Engle (D-Red Bluff) said 
today he will order a congres­ 
sional investigation of the com­ 
petence of the U.S. Forest Serv­ 
ice in connection with handling 
recent disastrous forest fires 
in Southern California.

Engle said. 
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Knight Would Jail 
All Drunk Drivers 


SACRAMENTO (1FI — If you 
drink and drive over the New 
Year’s holiday or drive reck­ 
lessly, there’s a jail cell waiting 
for you, if not the hospital or 
morgue. 
If Gov. Goodwin J. Knight 
has his way, every California 
judge will hand out mandatory 
jail sentences during the four- 
day holiday to any drunk or 
reckless drivers. 
Knight wants no exceptions 
to that policy. And using the 
full weight of his office, he 
has publicly urged all judges 
to crack down during the next 
72 hours. 
Moreover, Knight announced 
he intends to ask the Legisla­ 
ture next January to approve 
a stern program designed to 
cut down on the slaughter on 
fhe highways. 
He wants a flat 65 mile an 
hour limit on the open road 
with “ absolutely rigid enforce­ 
ment of this limit.” He wants 
the law changed so that judges 
must sentence drunk drivers, 
even first offenders, to jail.

A Christmas-Time Warning 
For What's Ahead in Smog 


Any traveler who came into the Bay 
Area the day after Christmas could give 
irrefutable testimony on the need for 
air pollution control in this area. 
The 
brown smog hung as an eye-watering 
blanket from the San Francisco beach 
to the East Bay and from San Jose 
across the Golden Gate into Marin. 
It wasn’t of equal density throughout 
the area, but it was there. Motorists 
coming in from the direction of Los An­ 
geles were amazed and abashed at the 
cloud over San Jose. It obviously wasn’t 
fog; it wasn’t white or fleecy; it wasn’t 
fresh or invigorating. Quite the oppo­ 
site. 
Then, up the Peninsula it thinned 


slightly, only to get denser again near 
South San Francisco. It was almost un­ 
believable to see it hanging over Play- 
land at the Beach, but there it was, right 
down to the water.

100 Years Of Woodrow Wilson 
Just 100 years ago today Woodrow 
Wilson was born in his father’s parson­ 
age at Staunton, Va. He already has 
gone down in history as a great Amer­ 
ican president. He may yet be recorded 
as the grandfather, if not father, of the 
United Nations. Either way, Woodrow 
Wilson seems inextricably bound up 
with international organization of na­ 
tions. 


The 28th president was a political 
scientist by profession, a keen student 
of the U.S. Constitution, its origin and 
development. He knew that America's 
founders viewed the Constitution as a 
compromise makeshift, even as they 
determined to make it work. Anything, 
they felt, for men to build upon was 
better than the anarchy in store for 
them without it. 


As Wilson sponsored the ill-starred 
League of Nations, he realized he too 
must make compromises. He knew that 
the covenant of the League was faulty. 


He knew that the peace treaty of Ver­ 
sailles, with which the covenant was in­ 
terwoven, likewise was faulty. But he 
hoped that the League would grow in 
power and scope so as to remedy the 
unjust provisions of the treaty.

system results in a loss of 
cooperation between the pa­ 
trol and local agencies. 
A check into the history of 
the change will reveal that 
until a few years ago, the pa­ 
trol received more than ade­ 
quate service from the Marin 
County Communications De­ 
partment. Not only was the 
patrol given this service at 
a nominal charge, but this 
c o m m u n i c a t i o n network 
served all local agencies and 
quite naturally fostered co­ 
operation and the voluntary 
exchange of information. 
The patrol, however, sought 
to set up its own independent 
radio system, and this neces­ 
sitated the erection of a sep­ 
arate transmitter, the pur­ 
chase of its own equipment, 
and the hiring of operating 
personnel. The patrol’s Marin 
transmitter 
proved 
inade­ 
quate, 
however, 
and 
the 
equipment and station was 
abandoned. 
Marin 
is 
now 
served by the Bay Bridge 
station of the patrol. Certain 
disadvantages are obvious in 
this present system. 
In my report I criticized 
neither 
individual officers, 
nor departments. In fact, I 
paid just and deserved trib­ 
ute to the many outstanding 
officers. Were it not for many 
of these selfless officers, law 
enforcement would indeed be 
in a sad state. I did criticize, 
however, the organizational 
structure of law enforcement, 
and I believe the criticism has 
much merit. By its very na­ 
ture, the organizational struc­ 
ture negates official coopera­ 
tion and leaves such a vital 
function as this to the volun­ 
tary and not always constant 
whim of individual officers. 
Captain Parnow’s statement 
that each night patrol car is 
now equipped with an extra 
receiver to pick up local 
broadcasts is a step in the 
right direction.

whole Soviet orbit was uni­ 
fied. The Communist system 
deliberately creates this feel­ 
ing and it is promoted by a 
system of fear and hate. 


“ON THE international lev­ 
el, the Communists have to 
create at least an appearance 
of conflict. Otherwise ther*? 
would be no object to their 
‘fight for peace’ and there 
would be greater resistance 
to internal repressions. 
“On the national level, cer­ 
tain classes have to be con­ 
stantly hated and persecuted; 
there has to be a class war, 
otherwise the atmosphere of 
hate and fear could not be 
maintained. 
“In the Hungarian facto­ 
ries, for example, there was 
never just one leader. There 
would be three, and among 
them 
it was 
never clear 
which one was supreme. In 
fact, none of the three might 
be a convinced Communist, 
but each would pretend he 
was a Communist because he 
feared one of the others 
might be. 


“ON THIS BASIS of mu­ 
tual fear, the entire system 
was built on a pinpoint, with

tle, we soon realized that the 
Russians were weak, were not 
unified and that we had no 
reason to fear them. 
“I think the only people 
who are afraid of the Rus­ 
sians are those who are too 
far away to really know them.

For a time he and his 
fellow Hungarians had ac­ 
cepted the myth that all Hun­ 
garians w e r e Communists 
and learned under fire that 
none of his countrymen were 
Communists. This discovery 
instantly unified the Hun­ 
garian 
people 
and 
freed 
them from fear. 
His words, 
which 
other 
fearless patriots behind the 
Iron Curtain have said at dif­ 
ferent times and in different 
ways, bear repeating that we, 
too, may heed them: “I think 
that the only people w*ho are 
afraid of the Russians are 
those who are too far away 
to really know them.”

Membership of Southern Ma­ 
rin Recreation Center will be 
asked Jan. 22 to decide wheth­ 
er the club should retain its 
semi-public status, become a 
private organization or be a 
tax-supported community facil­ 
ity. 
At last week’s meeting of the 
board of governors, it was re­ 
ported the center currently is 
losing approximately $1,000 a 
month, while the membership 
roll is decreasing by about 12 
persons a month. 
Last April, members voted 
116 to 102 to retain the public 
nature of the center. They re­ 
jected proposed amendments 
to the bylaws which would have 
permitted restrictive member­ 
ship standards. Some of the 
center’s financial and member­ 
ship problems at that time 
were blamed on those who pay 
dues in the summer and drop 
out in the winter. 
Founded in 1948, the center 
was organized with f u n d s 
raised by public subscription. 
Its aim was to provide recrea­ 
tional facilities for the Tiburon 
Peninsula. 
Continuing financial losses 
since the membership meeting 


last April have raised the pub­ 
lic vs. private issue anew, and 
the m atter presumably will be 
brought to a head at the Jan. 
22 session. 
Last Thursday, a group of 
members met in Tiburon to 
discuss ways of preserving the 
recreation center as a public 
entity. Also discussed was the 
possibility of putting up a slate 
of three candidates to oppose 
the regular slate that will be 
presented in January, when 
three board vacancies will oc­ 
cur. 


Murder Trial 
Continued

The case of Mrs. Frances 
Kersh, 57, who is charged with 
the fatal shooting of her es­ 
tranged husband in Fairfax last 
year, was continued until noon 
Jan. 24, when she is scheduled 
to enter her plea.

Kersh has been declared in­ 
competent and her Santa Rosa 
estate is being settled in So­ 
noma County. 
Mrs. Kersh is now in custody 
at Napa State Hospital and will 
be brought from there for her 
Marin court appearance. 
Her husband, Isidor, 59, died 
from bullet wounds on the 
porch of his home in Fairfax 
on March 29, 1955. Mrs. Kersh 
was immediately committed to 
Napa as insane. This month, 
doctors ruled that she is sane 
enough to be tried although 
she is still a potential danger

It all sounds simple enough so far. It gets less so, however, 
about the time all of the equipment starts going at once. This 
happened while we were visiting the communications center. 
Various departments started calling in on more or less routine 
matters. 


Among other things, there was a question about which 
county unit should have use of a particular piece of grading 
equipment. One crew had it and proposed to keep it for a few 
days. Another “had to have it by tomorrow.’' Simultaneous com­ 
munication with both of them, with each asking questions to be 
relayed to the other and the answers relayed back, plus having 
several other units calling in on different matters, began to 
develop the “one-armed paperhanger look” on the face of oper 
ator Henry (Hank) Alvernaz, who was manning the center. 
About then came a report of a brush fire on Tiburon pen 
insula, and communications traffic hotted up. 
Funneling 
through the center were calls to and from units of the Tiburon 
Volunteer Fire Department, the Alto department, and the coun­ 
ty department at Woodacre and its substation at Marin City. 
When things simmered down after a bit, Alvernaz explain­ 
ed that such periods are more or less routine and are handled 
by a single operator without difficulty. However, he went on, 
the center is set up so that, should an extended period of ab­ 
normally heavy traffic develop, a second operator can take 
over a duplicate set of controls and the pair can work together 
in handling traffic. 


As a matter of fact, there is still a third set of controls 
at the center 
this one in the adjacent office which houses 
teletype equipment. 
The third set is intended primarily for 
convenience of the operator, and allows him to operate the 
radio and phone set-up from the teletype room when 
he 
is in there on teletype business. 


Network Operates Statewide 


In addition to the local radio set-up, the communications 
center can, and routinely does, exchange messages with other 
California points on a point-to-point network extending as far 
north as Oroville and south to the Mexican border. 


Main use of the point-to-point network is in contacting 
state offices in Sacramento. Motor vehicle information, for ex 
ample, is obtained in a matter of minutes from the Depart­ 
ment of Motor Vehicles in Sacramento. 
As the old saying 
goes, a picture (or in this case an example) is worth a thou­ 
sand words, and we got an excellent picture of the operation 
* by watching it work. 


As Alvernaz and his chief, J, Mansfield Lewis of San 
tafael, county supervisor of communications, told us about 
le usefulness of the point-to-poiHl radio set-up, in came two 
alls for vehicle information. 


A highway patrolman had stopped a suspicious car and 
/anted immediate information as to its registration. Alvernaz 
/adioed Sacramento— there is a radio station in the Motor 
Vehicles Department office— and asked for “the ’information 
Within a minute, another call, this one from a police car,

Marin Communications Center Handles 
Radio Calls For 51 Government Units 


NOTHING TO IT — County communications center 
radio operator-dispatcher Henry (Hank) Alvernaz 
talks into phone, pauses to talk into radio micro­ 
phone (long tube, center) and receive radioed an­ 
swer, meanwhile flipping switches with left hand.

If you want to see a fellow as busy as the proverbial one- 
armed p ap er’hanger, drop by the Marin County Communica­ 
tions Center sometime. 


First thing you’ll see, on the door of the center— which 
incidentally is located on the second floor of the county office 
and garage building at 519 Fourth street, San Rafael— is a 
cartoon picturing an octopus-armed citizen manning a switch­ 
board, several radios and a battery of telephones. 
Inside, it is the same story, except the operator or dis­ 
patcher on duty is using only two arms and operating numerous 
radios, telephones and what not in a calm and unflurried 
•manner. 


What he is doing, stated simply, is handling— in whole for 
most, in part for some— the communications of 51 agencies, in­ 
cluding 18 agencies of Marin County, 15 city departments, four 
state offices, six federal departments and eight other units 
such as fire districts. 


His radio equipment keeps him in touch with these de­ 
partments plus about 150 mobile units such as sheriff’s and 
police cars, fire trucks, etc., equipped with two-way radio so 
that communiciations center and mobile unit can each hear 
and talk to the other. Many of the units have three-way radio— 
that is, they can talk back and forth to each other as well as to 
the center. 


Besides the intra-county radio communication, the opera­ 
tor at the center “monitors” various outside broadcasts such 
as those of the California Highway Patrol to pick up, and relay 
to some county unit if necessary, CHP broadcasts pertinent to 
Marin departments. 


Also demanding attention is a telephone switchboard— not 
the usual cord plug-in type board but a compact unit some­ 
what resembling an oversized adding machine— carrying five 
trunk lines and 12 extensions.

Average U.S. 
Farm Has 
250 Acres * 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (W— 
The average U.S. farm has ex­ 
panded from 215 acres in 1950 
to a present size of about 250 
acres, the Northwestern Na­ 
tional Life Insurance Co. said 
today. 
The family economics bu­ 
reau of Northwestern said a 
statistical study revealed that 
the average sales value of 
farmland, including buildings, 
has risen from $67 per acre in 
1950 to about $90 an acre for 
1950. 
The increase in size and sales 
value has resulted, the study 
showed, in the average U. S. 
farm unit today being worth 
about $22,000, compared with 
$14,500 in 1950. 
The upward trend was attri­ 
buted to a continuing absorp­ 
tion of small farms into larger 
units. This was seen with a 
drop in the total number of 
farms in the country from 5,- 
400.000 in 1950 to fewer than 
4.700.000 in 1956, the bureau 
said.

requested similar information on another vehicle, and this call, 
too, was relayed to Sacramento. 
We had been told that it generally took less than five 
minutes to get a reply, and Sacramento, upheld its reputation, 
radioing back complete information on both cars in about 
four minutes from the time the first request was forwarded. 
Benefits of either radio or teleype communication are not 
limited to the areas directly reached by the state point-to- 
point radio hookup or its counterpart—the state teletype cir­ 
cuit, it was explained. In either case, information or requests 
for information can be transmitted to a point such as Sacra­ 
mento on the state circuit, and from there relayed to similar 
key points all over the United States and in some foreign 
countries. 
The key points handle it over a local network 
similar to California’s, and an answer is back, sometimes with­ 
in minutes, usually within a few hours. 


The present highly-developed, but still growing, county 
communications system has evolved over a mere 15 years 
it 
was started in October, 1941, when World War II was im­ 
minent. 
In the beginning, the communications department 
had a single employee—Lewis, who came into the county ser­ 
vice from San Anselmo, where he was one of a group which 
started that city’s two-way radio system in 1934. 
(San An­ 
selmo, incidentally, had the second such system in the state 
and one of the first in the country). 


No account, even a summary, of the communications sys­ 
tem can be complete without mention of its function in civil 
defense. The system is set up to monior “Conelrad” disaster 
broadcasts, and to coordinate county activity in the event of 
any disaster. 
As an example, the center coordinated relief 
efforts throughout the county during last winter’s floods, oper­ 
ating for many hours on its own emergency power genera­ 
tors when regular power supplies were cut off. 
In the event of a greater disaster such as an enemy at­ 
tack, the system is prepared to take over communications for 
all civilian defense activities in the county. 
Part of the 
preparation has been to set up a “mobile communications 
center in a converted school bus.

Laws Eyed 


SAN FRANCISCO UP—'The 
California District Attorneys’ 
Assn. “came to no conclusion” 
yesterday 
on 
proposals 
by 
Chief Justice Phil Gibson for 
new laws, mainly on death pen­ 
alty cases. 
Atty. Gen. Edmund G. Brown 
said the prosecutors consider­ 
ed a number of proposals by 
the chief justice of the state 
Supreme Court but “came to no 
conclusion.” 
HIS PROPOSALS 
Justice Gibson urged that 
the Legislature: 
1. Spell out in law how to 
handle last-minute pleas by 
Death Row inmates for stays of 
execution on grounds of insan­ 
ity—perhaps by a three-man 
psychiatric board to advise the 
warden 
on 
the 
applicant’s 
mental condition. 
2. Codify already set in­ 
instructions to juries in crim­ 
inal cases in order to avoid 
appeals charging “erroneous 
instructions.” 
FIX VERDICT FORM 
3. Fix in law a form of ver­ 
dict on death penalty cases— 
to avoid the “silent verdict.” A 
jury now can omit a recom­ 
mendation for leniency, mak­ 
ing it mandatory for a judge 
**o impose the death penalty in 
first degree murder cases. 
A state Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearing into sug­ 
gestions for new laws by the 
State Bar Assn. developed an 
argument over a proposal to 
substitute the rule of “compar­ 
ative negligence” for the pres­ 
ent procedure in damage suits. 
SHARE OF G l ILT 
Augustin Donovan of Oak­ 
land, former president of the 
Alameda County Bar Assn., 
argued that now an injured 
party is denied any damage if 
it can be proved that he contri­ 
buted in any way to the acci­ 
dent that happened to him. An 
example would be an elderly 
jaywalker hit by a drunk driver 
—are both guilty, and if so, in 
what proportion? 
The comparative negligence 
rule would require a court to 
determine the percentage of 
blame for each party in a suit 
and assess damages according­ 
ly 
by deducting 
from the 
amount for which the payee is 
responsible.

A group of them peered into 
their crystal balls for a fore­ 
cast of the shape of the fe­ 
male in the year ahead. They 
decided the soft, clinging look 
is to be replaced by “some 
starch in the shape.” 
“But none of the stiffness of 
* few years ago,” said a spokes­ 
man for the couture group of 
the New York Dress Institute.

“And black . . . well, black 
will be almost hon-existent,” 
said the institute forcaster. In­ 
stead, the neutral shades will 
take over, and the various hues 
of violet will be tops in popu­ 
larity for spring. 
Violet will dominate in the 
costume jewelry department 
too.

Council forecast an era of 
muted pastel shades including 
mauves for spring. White and 
turquoise will take over in 
summer. 
Shoe designers expect the 
pointed toe to go right on into 
1957, and one observer fore­ 
cast more “amusing shoes”— 
footwork fancier, to go with 
the longer skirts. 
Millinery also is returning to 
the 30’s for ideas. Babs Vier- 
haus of the Millinery Institute 
said the all-enveloping hat of 
spring 1956 is on its way out.

WASHINGTON — There’s a 
good chance that a woman or 
two will be among the new ap­ 
pointments made by President 
Eisenhower for his 
second- 
term team. 
Talk at the moment in GOP 
circles is not specific enough to 
pinpoint new jobs for them. 
But there is general agreement 
that the women—who did a big 
part in electing Mr. Eisenhower 
-will figure in the “logical 
shifting” that comes with a 
new term. 
The speculation about job 
openings for women ranges 
from chief of the Children’s Bu­ 
reau, replacing retiring Dr. 
Martha Eliot, to a possible top 
diplomatic post. 
Chances of a woman cabinet 
member are held less likely 
than for additions to the sub­ 
cabinet level or to commis­ 
sions. Talk of a woman again 
to head the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW), as did Oveta Culp Hob­ 
by, is discounted—even if pres­ 
ent chief Marion B. Folsom re­ 
signs, as he might. 
It also is felt unlikely that a 
woman will be appointed to 
head a major foreign embassy 
as was Clare Boothe Luce, who 
recently resigned as ambassa­ 
dor to Italy. Mrs. Luce’s suc­ 
cessor Js a man, James D. Zel- 
lerbach. As one high Republi­ 
can said, 
“There 
aren’t too 
many women as well qualified 
as Clare for as important a post 
as that one.” 
But women such as Mrs. Os­ 
wald B. Lord, alternate U.S. 
representative to the United 
Nations and member of UNES­ 
CO’s Human Rights Commis­ 
sion, are potential appointees fo 
lesser foreign posts. 
Since Mrs. Luce’s departure, 
a career diplomat—Mrs. Fran­ 
ces E. Willis—is the lone wo­ 
man holding a top job abroad

NEW YORK (IB— One child 
expert 
believes 
school - age 
children are the “forgotten gen­ 
eration” in most community 
programs. 
The head of the Children’s 
Bureau 
in 
Washirrtgon, 
Dr. 
Martha Eliot, said the working 
mother is here to stay, but the 
nation still neglects her grade 
school children. 
Dr. Eliot pointed out in a re­ 
cent talk here that communi­ 
ties have done much to care 
for young children while mo­ 
thers are at work. 
And pro­ 
gram s are growing rapidly to 
steer teen-agers from un-super- 
vised activities that often lead 
to delinquency. But children in 
elementary school still are left 
largely to their own devices. 
One reason for this lack of 
progress,«aid Dr. Eliot, is that 
communities are not sure just 


how to set up a wholesome pro­ 
gram. So this government ex­ 
pert advised them to turn to 
the national play school pro­ 
gram for a blueprint. 
The Play School Association 
now is celebrating its 40th an­ 
niversary. It was set up during 
World War I to encourage mo­ 
thers to work for defense. 
Dr. Eliot said the associa­ 
tion’s prbgram can be a model 
for centers where grade school 
children have a good time and 
express 
themselves 
in 
both 
work and play. But, she warn 
ed, day-care centers must be 
more than just glorified baby­ 
sitters. They should start giv­ 
ing children what they need 
for healthy growth and devel 
opment.

First 
there was Mrs. Alice B. Morgan 
of Bristol, R. I., who at the

you reached the age of 4 or 5. 
You’ve forgotten almost every­ 
thing else. 
“Please look realistically at 
your wife’s job. Help her to 
prepare a list of the tasks she 
must perform each week. Then 
put down a reasonable allot-1 
ment of time for each task. 
Add the number of hours in­ 
volved. Will you do that? You’ll

she 
really is over­ 
worked. If she is to accomplish 


all her jobs, she’ll need to work

Millard used a group of 40 
boys to measure the relation­ 
ship between intelligence level 
and height level. They were 
given several annual height 
and intelligence measurements 
over a six-year period. 
Each boy’s height at 10 years 
was divided by the estimated 
maximum height he would at­ 
tain and this figure was called 
“the percentage of height de­ 
velopment at age 10.” 
After calculating the height 
maturity for each boy, Millard 
then averaged the percentages 
of the 40 boys to obtain a group 
average. 
Each boy’s percentage was di­ 
vided by the group average 
and the resulting figure for 
each boy was called the “height 
I.Q.” When that was establish­ 
ed, there was a relationship 
with the boy’s actual I.Q.

By UNITED PRESS 
Flurries of snow dusted the 
northeastern quarter of the 
nation today and temperatures 
headed downward in the upper 
eastern states. 
Cloudy, chilly weather ex­ 
tended from the northwestern 
half of the Plains eastward to 
Pennsylvania and New York. 
For a time forecasters expected 
a heavy snowfall in New Eng­ 
land states but later modified 
their prediction to flurries in 
that area, where a snowstorm 
wore itself out after dropping 
a 13-inch deep white coating 
over the Buffalo area Wednes­ 
day night and early yesterday. 
Light snow flurries also are 
expected from the northern 
half of the Great Plains east 
to Pennsylvania. 
Fog continued to plague the 
Northwest, but there was no 
sign of rain in drought-stricken 
Southern California. 


Most Bankruptcies Blamed 
On Unwise Use Of Credit 


• 
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AP Poll Names Middle East 


This is an era of unequal­ 
ed prosperity for many. But 
for an uncautious few the 
picture is far from rosy. 
Too-easy credit has brought 
finincial ruin. And, strangely, 
they think it no stigma. The 
following story explores the 
rising tide of bankruptcies 
among California wage earn­ 
ers. 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
California is booming but 
Californians are going broke 
in record numbers.. 
Employment is high but the 
great majority of bankrupts are 
wage earners. 
There are more new busi­ 
nesses but more business fail­ 
ures. 
Federal bankruptcy referees 
provide an explanation of these 
paradoxes in a few words: 
Unwise use of too-easy credit. 
Bankruptcy referee David B. 
Head of Los Angeles estimates 
that 90 per cent of individual 
bankrupts in the Los Angeles 
are workers earning $64 to 
$85 a week. 
“I’ve seen people making 
$500 a month who have install­ 
ment payments amounting to 
$700 or $800 a month,” said 
Referee Burton J. Wyman of 
San Francisco. 
BUYERS’ MARKET 
“Not only are people buying 
on terms beyond their means, 
but the fact that production 
has caught up with consump­ 
tion has created a buyers’ mar­ 
ket and more recklessness by 
term sellers,” commented W. 
A. McGugin of Fresno. 
Referee E. T. Lannon of San 
Diego summarized the wage 
earner’s usual bankruptcy pat­ 
tern this way: 
He bought cars, a home, 
household appliances, a luxury 
television set, perhaps, beyond 
his ability to pay. Creditors, 
after the customary dunning, 
attached his salary. He petition­ 
ed in voluntary bankruptcy to 
protect his paycheck and his 
job. 
Referee Benno M. Brink of 
Los Angeles said: 
“Credit is the easiest thing 
to get in this town. In fact, it’s 
too easy. It is poor business 
econmy to bring financial disas­ 
ter to these people.” 
SEES TREND 
McGugin sees a new socio­ 
logical trend in the situation: 
“People who 30 years ago 
wouldn’t have thought of going 
on relief now consider it is no 
disgrace; they take all they can 
get. Likewise with bankrupt­ 
cies. Veterans, especially, went 
over their heads in business 
and quickly took bankruptcy 
to escape the load. It is no long­ 
er looked upon as a stigma. 
Wyman puts solution of the 
problem squarely up to busi­ 
ness. 
“There is no coordination be­ 
tween the sales departments 
and the credit department,” he 
said. “Anyone with any repu­ 
tation at all can get credit, 
and they go out and get it. 
“It’s the merchants and bus­ 
iness people who suffer in the 
end. If they keep losing out 
on too easy credit, they should 
learn. But they don’t seem to. 
They must be great gamblers. 
Maybe right now they can 
maintain volumes big enough 
to offset losses in customer 
bankruptcies. But eventually 
this too easy credit will catch 
up with them.” 
POPULATION INFLUX 
The tremendous influx of 
population to Southern Califor­ 
nia accounts for a big boost in 
bankruptcies, says R e f e r e e 
Brink. 
“Most of the wage-earning 
bankrupts are newcomers,” he 
said. “It is unusual to find a 
person in bankruptcy who has 
been in California more than 
five years.” 
Undercapitalization and lack 
of business background and ex­ 
perience contribute most to 
business failures, Head said, 
and the population growth and 
shift contributes importantly 
to bankruptcies. 
For example, a small busi­ 
nessman with a shop in a res­ 
idential section finds the area 
is turning industrial. He can’t 
afford a survey to learn where 
he could profitably move. His 
business falls away, he goes 
broke. 
Head says eating places aré 
most likely to fold up because 
of insufficient capital, and op­ 
erators inexperienced in the 
restaurant field. 
Next come 
small retail shops selling cloth­ 
ing, women’s ready to wear, 
cosmetics, gifts and flowers. 
WENT BROKE 
“We had a rash of building 
contractors going broke and1 
yok’d wonder how that could 
happen with all the building 
going on,” Head recalled.“Well, 
invariably they were carpen-

ters who finally went into bus­ 
iness for themselves and even­ 
tually went broke because they 
did not know how to figure 
costs.” 
A# November federal 9th cir­ 
cuit judicial 
district report 
shows that 13,999 bankruptcy 
cases were started in the fiscal 
year ended last June 30, of 
which 9,294 were in California 
with 6,495 in the South and 
2,799 in the North. The rest 
were in other states, Hawaii 
and Alaska which are within 
the district. 
For some comparison, 490 
cases from San Diego and Im- 
perial counties were filed in the 
first i l months of this year, 
while 10 years ago the total 
was 92. In the nine northern 
counties served by Wyman’s 
office, there have been 814 
cases handled this year; 234 
in 1946. 
Brink said bankruptcy wipes i 
out unsecured obligations, like 
bills for services, but not debts 
which are secured by contracts 
or mortgages. California state 
law regulates what a bankrupt 


may retain of his possessions. 
These include a home up to 
$12,500 value if it is homestead­ 
ed, furniture and books up to 
$200 plus a radio and TV set, 
an automobile valued up to 
$250, clothing, personal effects, 
tools of man’s trade, life insur­ 
ance with premiums up to $500r 
government pensions, and up 
to $1,000 in building and loan 
stock. 
A bankrupt— average per­ 
sons, these days, like plumbers, 
electricians, market clerks; ma­ 
chinists, businessmen, widows 
—may not go through bank­ 
ruptcy oftener than once in six 
years. 
Amid the welter of bankrup- 
cies, the fererees say it is not 
necessary; in fact, a man head 
over heels in debt can improve 
his credit by not going through 
bankruptcy. 
“Fer every type of financial­ 
ly distressed business and indi­ 
vidual, there is in the bank­ 
ruptcy act a procedure of re­ 
habilitation in which the as­ 
sets are not liquidated,’ Brink 
said. “All that is required is 


i the creditors’ consent.’’

Film Code Has Stood 


26 Years Of Sniping 


By BOB THOMAS 
HOLLYWOOD LF—The film 
production code, which got its 
first major overhaul last week, 
has been sniped at and under­ 
mined since its start 26 years 
ago. Yet it has managed to 
survive and serve the industry 
well. 
The code was originated for j 
self-protection. 
In 1929, the 
films had found a voice. Forced 
to abandon 
pantomime 
the 
producers went to the stage 
to find film subjects. 
They 
filmed plays that had been ori­ 
ginated for sophisticated thea­ 
ter audiences. 
Racy dialogue, daring plots 
and nudity aroused the na- 
tiorfs moralists who were al­ 
ready suspicious of Hollywood 
because of the news scandals of 
the ’20s. 
A plan arose to have the 
film industry censor itself. This 
was furthered by producers’ 
boss Will Hays, who knew*» the 
dangers of having censor boards 
in every state, county and 
town as well as pressure from 
religious, veteran and other 
groups. He reasoned it would 
be better to ward off such 
chaotic interference by having 
self-regulation. 
And so the first motion pic­ 
ture 
production 
code 
was | 
adopted by all the major film 
companies in March 1930. It 
covered everything from the 
Bronx cheer (forbidden) to use 
of the flag (respectful). 
Like the U.S. Constitution, 
the code has seen amendment. 
When 
gangster 
and 
G-men 
films got out of hand in the 
late ’30s, new rules were add­ 
ed about crime in movies. Oth­ 
er additions permitted nudity 
amid foreign natives and plac­ 
ed bans on cruelty to animals. 
For 15 or 20 years, the code 
withstood its attackers. Pro­ 
ducers who tried to skirt the 
code found rough going. They 
couldn’t get playing time in the 
big theater chains, which were 
owned by the major studios. 
The situation changed when 
the government made the thea­ 
ters and studios divorce for 
antitrust reasons. The studios 
were still committed to the 


i code, but the theaters weren't 
necessarily. 
Thus pictures like “The Out­ 
law,’’ “The Moon 
Is 
Blue," 
“The Man With the Golden 
Arm” and “I Am a Camera” 
could get good playing time 
even though they were refused 
a code seal. 
This month’s revisions loos­ 
ened many of the restrictions 
on subject matter while tight­ 
ening others on brutality and 
passion. The code office, ably 
administered first by Joseph 
Breen and now by Geoffrey 
Shurlock, is profoundly aware 
of public pressure on film con­ 
tent. 
When the brutality of films 
like “Blackboard Jungle” and 
“Crime in the Streets” was at­ 
tacked here and abroad, the 
industry censors advised pro­ 
cedures to slow down on such 
subjects. 
Producers submit scripts to 
the code before shooting. If the 
censors have objections, they 
not only voice them but try to 
offer solutions. 
The Shurlock office also re­ 
views all finished films, stills 
and advertising copy. Nothing 
escapes its eyes. Well, almost 
nothing.

MMW D Will Double 


Engineering Staff 


Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict will seek to double its 
staff of engineers during 1957 
to handle two and a half mil­ 
lion dollars in construction 
work. 
Twenty new engineers 
will be needed. 
This was the program an­ 
nounced today by district man­ 
ager and chief engineer Wil­ 
liam R. Seeger, who told of 
four major district projects set 
for completion during the next 
year. 
First item on the program, 
Seeger said, will be the $1,900,- 
000 north Marin transmission 
line connecting Peters Dam to 
Hamilton Fields 
Second priority will go to 
three major one-and-a-half mil­ 
lion-gallon water storage tanks, 
one each at Hamilton Field, 
Fairfax and Puerto Suello. 
A third item will be a trans­ 
mission line from Alto storage 
tank to Tiburon storage tank 
at an estimated cost of $250,- 
000. 
A fourth projected job for 
the year will be a $100,000 
transmission line from Ross 
reservoir to Ross. 


In addition to the major pro­ 
jects outlined. Seeger said the 
district is anticipating another 
2,200 new homes to be con­ 
nected to district water lines 
during the year. This was the 
number connected during 1956, 
he said. 
To complete the anticipated 
program for the year, Seeger 
said, the district’s staff of 20 
engineers would have to be 
doubled. Needed will be civil 
and hydraulic engineers and 
draftsmen. 
Six men are be­ 
ing recruited immediately, he 
noted. 
Seeger said he anticipates 
some difficulty in recruiting a 
full staff during the year. Qual­ 
ified engineers are scarce, he 
said. 
During the district board of 
directors meeting Wednesday 
night a request for an exten­ 
sion of time on painting the San 
Clemente tank was granted and 
rights of way were accepted 
from the San Anselmo School 
District for the new North Mar­ 
in transmission line. The meet­ 
ing was adjourned a half-hour 
after it started.

slowly move the paper toward 
your face. At about 10 inches 
away, the circle will disappear. 
It will come into view if the 
paper is moved still closer. 
The circle disappears as it 
falls into the normal blind 
spot. This spot is produced by 
the fibers of the optic nerve 
as it enters the inside of the 
eye. 
There are no sensitive nerve 
endings at this point, and no 
vision. It is a sizeable area of 
about six degrees, roughly oval 
in shape. 
The exact size and shape of 
the normal blind spot is useful 
in determining the presence 
of some types of disease. The 
immediate area is subject to 
loss of sensitivity rather easily, 
and enlargement of the blind 
spot is indication of abnormal 
action in the eye. It is measur­ 
ed when there is reason to 
suspect disease. 
Any other blind spots in the 
fields of vision are abnormal. 
Holes in the field of view, spots 
or hazy areas should never be 
present. 
The existence of any kind of 
blind spot, other than the nor­ 
mal one, requires immediate 
investigation, whether or not 
there is any pain or it has given 
trouble of any kind.

MILLION STARTS 
The 
outlook for 1957 is 
around one million starts, ac­ 
cording to government housing 
authorities. Some private fore­ 
casters set the figure a little 
higher at about the 1956 level. 
All predictions might be chang­ 
ed, however, by an easing or 
tightening of the supply of 
mortgage money 
While housing started drop­ 
ped about 17 per cent below 
1955, many 1955 houses were 
larger than the year before, 
making the decline in dollar 
volume only about 7 per cent. 
Higher costs also helped to 
keep the dollar outlay, estimat­ 
ed at $15,200,000,000, closer to 
the 1955 total of $16.600,000,- 
000. The 1957 predictions indi­ 
cate another, but smaller, drop 
in dollar volume next year to 
around $14,700,000,000.' 
ON DOWNGRADE 
The rate of home building 
was on the downgrade when 
1956 started. A tightening of 
federal mortgage terms and 
general shortage of credit had 
begun the slowdown in 1955. 
For the first few months of 
the year, starts ran 12 to 14 
per cent behind the record- 
breaking boom figures of early 
1955. By summer the decline 
lengthened to 19 or 20 per cent. 
This was even more significant 
than the percentages indicated 
since these were the months 
when the 1955 boom tapered 
off. 
Builders and govrenment of­ 
ficials alike pinned most of the 
blame for this decline on the 
difficulty in obtaining money 
to finance new homes. 
CREDIT EASED 
In September, the govern­ 
ment acted to ease credit. Down 
payments were reduced from 7 
to 5 per cent on homes costing 
$9,000 or less. In addition the 
Federal National Mortgage As­ 
sociation restricted buying of 
mortgages to those that are no 
more than four months old 
thereby concentrating its sup 
port in the new home field 
Before this, FNMA bought fed 
erally-insured mortgages up to 
two years old. 
HIKES INTEREST 
Builders and mortgage bro­ 
kers tended to discount any far- 
reaching benefits from these 
steps. They pointed out that fi 
nancing problems might be 
eased for some buyers but the 
government’s action failed to 
attack the basic lack of money 
for mortgage investment. 
Early in December the Fed

eral Housing Administration 
acted again, this time raising 
the interest rate on FHA-insur- 
ed home loans from 4*6 to 5 
per cent. This was designed to 
attract a bigger share of avail­ 
able credit into the home mort­ 
gage field. 
The interest boost had long 
been urged by home builders 
and mortgage men, but it c^me 
too late to have much effect 
on the industry’s performance 
in 1956. 


However many houses might 
be built in the coming year, 
the men who build them figure 
they are going to cost more. 
Members of the National Assn. 
of Home Builders predicted in 
a survey that the average home 
in 1957 will cost about $15,200 
compared with $14,700 in 1956. 
The reasons they gave includ­ 
ed increased land and construc­ 
tion costs, demand for bigger 
homes and higher financing 
costs. 


While home building declin­ 
ed, the total outlay for all types 
of construction set a new rec­ 
ord in 1956. The departments 
of Commerce and Labor esti­ 
mated that 1956 construction 
totaled $44,125,000,000, break­ 
ing the 1955 record of $42,- 
250,000,000. * 
The biggest jump was in pri­ 
vate, non-residential construc­ 
tion, including industrial build­ 
ings and utility expansion. Pub­ 
lic construction also went ahead 
of 1955, mainly for highways 
and schools. 
The government foresees an­ 
other increase for 1957 con­ 
struction, with industrial build­ 
ings, schools, highways, hospi­ 
tals 
and 
utilities 
providing 
boosts big enough to overcome 
a three per cent drop in pri­ 
vate homebuilding. 
The total 
construction outlay for 1957 
is expected to amount to $46,- 
400.000.000.
